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Ryckman re-ups for another term 

Six out of seven incumbents running for re-election

With the deadline for nominations to 
run for Didsbury town council just over 
10 days away, another incumbent threw 
his hat back in the ring for another round. 

Ernie Ryckman has joined fellow 
incumbent councillors Bob Davidson, 
Rick Mousseau, Gail Veno and Gayle 
Nowlan, along with Mayor Brian Wittal, in 
finalizing his intention to run for another 
three-year term. 

In an e-mail to the Review, Ryckman 
said continuity is the reason behind his 


decision to run again. A minor health con¬ 
cern had delayed the veteran councillor’s 
statement of intention, but a clean bill of 
health has him ready to tackle the task of 
another term. 

“There are too many projects that I 
would like to see through to completion 
and I feel that I can contribute to these 
projects,” Ryckman stated. 

One of the issues facing the municipali¬ 
ty includes a needed $13 million upgrade 
to the sewage lagoon, however, how the 
upgrades are funded will depend on a 
decision from the provincial government 
whether they will pay for a portion of the 


project. 

The only current councillor to defini¬ 
tively bow out at this point is Jason 
Brainier, who has moved to Cochrane due 
to a work promotion. 

In a previous interview with the 
Review, Brander encouraged Didsbury 
residents to become involved in the dem¬ 
ocratic process and become candidates 
in the October municipal elections. He 
challenged those who've had strong opin¬ 
ions on council’s work to bring that pas¬ 
sion to an election campaign rather than 
simply allowing the group to earn their 
positions by acclamation. 


“We need more people competing 
against incumbent councillors,” he told 
the Review. “Winning a seat will make 
them feel more accountable to the pub¬ 
lic." 

The Town of Didsbury has information 
packages available for any resident of 
town considering running for town coun¬ 
cil either for one of six councillor seats or 
for the mayor’s chair. 

At last report, at least five residents 
had expressed an interest in running for 
council, although none have publicly 
declared their intentions to run for 
office.

mark red Lions vest. Each pin represents another Lions 
club he visited. With so many collected over the years, 
Schnider's family brought out a secondary vest that 
holds the remaining tokens. 

“I really enjoyed the fellowship,” said Schnider of 
some of his best memories. “There were a lot of great 
conventions in the States where I met lots of great peo¬ 
ple." He also remembers hosting big pancake breakfasts 
in town and joked that his truly favourite memory “was 
standing in the back doing all the dishes afterwards." 

Children Shelly and Howard who were present for the 
award remember growing up with their dad hosting 
horseshoe throwing events on the farm and Lions mem¬ 
bers coming from all over to camp out. 


“It was always a big group when we were younger and 
Dad was always helping out with something," remem¬ 
bers Howard. 

Fellow Lion Murray McRae said the club collected the 
$1,000 nomination fee and sent it to the international 
headquarters in Arizona. 

“He’s been very active over all these years,” said 
McRae, who added that Schnider received the president 
award after serving his turn as president of the club. 
“That means he did everything 100 per cent.” 

Current president Rae Lee said Schnider was very 
deserving. “This is a very special occasion for his excel¬ 
lent service and all his work helping people in need.” 


The Melvin Fellowship Award is in honour of the 
founding member in 1917. Schnider’s name is added to a 
large memorial wall in Arizona. 

“If you’re ever in the area come see your name and 
wear your pin with pride," said Goodrich. 

Internationally, Lions are recognized for their service 
to the blind and visually impaired. In Didsbury, Lions 
volunteer their time in service to their community and 
offer a shuttle bus for the elderly and handicapped, host 
the annual soap box derby, recycle Christmas trees, col¬ 
lect donations for the food bank and raise money for the 
community selling raffle tickets and hosting yearly auc¬ 
tions.

Town of Didsbury officials an 1 confi¬ 
dent that having new staff in critical 
positions will help the town chart a 
solid course into the future. 

In the last couple of weeks, the posi¬ 
tions of chief financial officer, manager 
of public works and parks and arenas 
superv isor have all been filled, complet¬ 
ing the senior administration team after 
a (X'riod of flux. 

Kynan Larson of Calgary started 
work in lus position of chief financial 
officer on Sept. 1, while Mark Stun 1 
from London, Ont, will take up his new 
duties as public works manager on 
Sept. 27 and Ryan Martens just signed 
on in the parks and arena supervisor 
position as of last week. 

The man who oversees all the staff at 
the town stx^ the hirings as a turning 
point for the municipality ;md all its 


departments. 

"In my opinion, we have the strongest 
administrative team that has ever led 
the town," explained chief administra¬ 
tive officer Roy Brown. “(It’s) a team 
tliat Ls truly committed to serving the 
public and easuring that the citizens of 
Didsbury get full value for their tax dol¬ 
lars." 

He said all the positions are critical to 
the day-to-day running of the municipal¬ 
ity. Tlie chief financial officer is crucial 
in providing accurate numbers and 
budget implications for council while 
the manager of public works oversees 
the largest budget and staff in the 
town’s organizational structure, accord¬ 
ing to Brown. 

“Council is only able to make good 
decisions if they are given gocxl infor¬ 
mation (by the CFO),” he said, adding 
the public works manager has to juggle 
many responsibilities. 

“It Ls important to have someone who 


Ls well trained and who has the ability 
to work with ... the public, the public 
works staff, council and the other mem¬ 
bers of administration in a professional 
maimer while providing top-notch serv¬ 
ice.” 

For Larson, the challenges of working 
for a municipality are what drew him to 
accept the position with the Town of 
Didsbury. Having work'd in the private 
six-tor most recently, the niarruxi father 
of two Ls excited to work with a public 
entity and moving to a smaller commu¬ 
nity makes sense both professionally 
and personally. 

“It will be a challenge to learn how 
things work in this town but I’m excited 
to come on board and help grow the 
community and customer service,” 
Larson told the Review. “I’ve read the 
past financials and know there’s lxx-n 
some difficulties. I’m going to try to 
work with that mid create more trans¬ 
parency with better reporting systems.”

Injured veterans 
deserve more 
than cheap buyouts

“1 have led my ragamuffins where they are pep¬ 
pered: there’s not three of my hundred and fifty left 
alive; and they are for the town’s end, to beg during 


Shakespeare’s Sir John Falstaff may have been a 
buffoon with an over-the-top instinct to eat, drink and 
survive, but he was brave enough to lead troops in 
deadly battle — and all too clear-eyed on the 
prospects facing the few survivors. The situation did¬ 
n’t change for quite a few years, but by the end of the 
First World War things were looking up. Disabled vet¬ 
erans were receiving ongoing medical coverage for 
conditions incurred during military service. However, 
all was not rosy, and in 1921 the Edmonton Veterans’ 
Amputation Association, facing the reality that the 
government was not sufficiently meeting amputees’ 
needs, published a fundraising “Alberta Amputation 
Annual.’’ There was an unsettling note by the associ¬ 
ation’s president about a veteran who had lost two 
legs and had tuberculosis, resulting in a full disability 
pension, but had been turned down for a supplemen¬ 
tary “helplessness” allowance because he still had 
anus. This was one of several examples the president 
gave of what he termed “inequality of pensions.” 
Cheese-paring is another term. 

Lately the approach taken by Veterans Affairs 
Canada has been in the news, with many veterans 
complaining about their handling by the department. 
This is a theme I have often heard when talking with 
veterans. It may reflect an institutional problem. Long 
years ago an acquaintance newly working for 
Veterans Affairs commented scathingly to me about 
many war veterans looking for a free ride. 
Undoubtedly some do, but over the years I have 
known many veterans with medical conditions stem¬ 
ming from military service. Indeed, a few years after 
this chat I shared a hospital room with two such vet¬ 
erans for a month and a half. Never have I encoun¬ 
tered the attitude of unjust entitlement he described. 
Looking back, I doubt he was expressing attitudes 
developed from his encounters with veterans; I think 
he was just taking on attitudes then common in his 
workplace. 

War injuries can last a lifetime, a point made to me 
as a small child in the late 1940s when my mother 
took me to a service at the Calgary cenotaph. 
Pointing to the Colonel Belcher hospital across the 
street, she said there were still men there whose 
lungs had been ruined by poison gas in the First 
World War, which had ended three decades earlier. 
The reality that an ongoing need of lifetime care 
being highly probable emphasizes the disgraceful¬ 
ness of our government spuming moral responsibili¬ 
ty in buying injured veterans off cheaply for a seem¬ 
ingly generous lump sum settlement. Veterans’ 
groups oppose this. 

Anyone thinking that these objections are overly 
paternalistic might usefully wonder how many of the 
injured young soldiers who think their offer is a hot 
deal, then go on to blow their windfall on big cars and 
other toys, are acting while in the post-traumatic grip 
of self-denial as to the full impact of their injury. A 
similar disregard for the real interests of veterans 
shines through the government’s decision to get rid of 
an ombudsman who has spoken out strongly and elo¬ 
quently on the veterans’ behalf rather than parroting 
the governmental line.

dents, and if they do occur, a prompt 
and comprehensive reaction from 
the entire school community. 

Alberta Education says bullying 
typically takes four forms: verbal bul¬ 
lying, social bullying, physical bully¬ 
ing, and cyber bullying. 

As part of the ongoing effort to 
stop student-on-student harassment, 
Alberta Education has identified 
some of the potential impacts bully¬ 
ing can have on its victims. Those 
include long-term physical and psy¬ 
chological consequences such as 
shyness, stomach aches, headaches, 
panic attacks, sleeplessness and 
nightmares. 

And bullying not only impacts the 
victims; it can also harm bystanders 
and even the bullies themselves. 


While teachers and staff will no 
doubt be working hard this year, as 
they do every year, to stop bullying as 
soon as it occurs, students them¬ 
selves can also play a role in prevent¬ 
ing and ending bullying. 

For victims of bullying and for 
(host* witnessing it, educators say let¬ 
ting a responsible adult know about 
the abuse as soon as it occurs is ‘the 
best way to stop it in its tracks. 

For those who are bullying the 
message is clear: make the choice to 
stop bullying immediately and for 
good. 

With the school year getting under¬ 
way parents and other caregivers are 
encouraged to talk to their kids 
about bullying and to make sure they 
know it’s something that has no place 
in the school community. 


With the 2010-2011 school year 
now underway, students in all grades 
are hoping for another good year of 
learning and friendship building in 
schools across our region. 

Whether it’s taking part in school 
clubs, sports teams, arts prpgrants, 
or just day-to-day dassrobnt activi¬ 
ties and opportunities, students will 
be developing life skills that they will 
carry with them into adulthood. 

Unfortunately, bullying of some 
students by their peers has not yet 
been completely eradicated from 
school communities - creating, for 
its student victims, a dark side to 
what should be a happy and produc¬ 
tive learning experience.

Expect 2010 to be a com¬ 
pletely different season for 
the Didsbury Dragons 
football team. 

Loaded with returning 
veterans and a strong 
passing offence, the team 
will be looking to reclaim 
its perch atop the 
Mountain View 9-man 
Football League after a 
2009 season that saw t hem 
lose four games and 
league newcomers Hanna 
take home the champi¬ 
onship. 

For head coach Mark 
Lefebvre the lessons a 
rookie-laden team learned 
last season should prove 
valuable as this season 
progresses.

utilizing their offensive 
weapons will come down 
to an understanding of 
what they’re doing and 
then executing. 

“Our passing game is 
definitely going to be a 
huge success because we 
have an amazing receiver 
(Lefebvre) who catches 
everything our quarter¬ 
back bombs to him,” he 
explained. “Last year we 
lost a lot of our veteran 
players and just had a lot 
of rookies on our team; 
now that we know what 
we’re doing we just have 
to study the playbook a bit 
more and we can do it." 

An offseason of healed 
bodies has helped the 
Didsbury crew as well. 

One of those mended 
players is excited about 
the year of football that 
lies ahead for the Dragons 
after missing all but two 
games in 2009. Mike 
Northcott, a Grade 12 stu¬ 
dent at DHS, tore the ante¬ 
rior cruciate ligament in 
his knee and has been 
chomping at the bit to get 
back into game action. 

“We’re definitely ready 
and had two hard weeks of 
practice. I think we’re def¬ 
initely going to be trying to 
win a championship this 
year," he suggested. “The 
main thing is just commit¬ 
ting to practice and mak¬ 
ing sure we give it all in 
the games ... and staying 
healthy is the main part, 
we had a lot of injuries last 
year.” 

The Dragons opened the

The Three Hills team 
becomes the fifth entry in

Lefebvre said the chance 
of the new team replicat¬ 
ing the immediate success 
of Hanna is unlikely. While 
the Hawks came in with 
several years of 12-man 
football experience behind 
them, the Three Hills 
squad is starting fresh. 

“I expect them to have a 
good learning curve and 
I’ll expect them to be a lot 
stronger at the end of the 
season than at the begin¬ 
ning,” he said, adding that 
overall the league has 
solidified to the point 
where they are only look¬ 
ing forward. 

“I would now classify it 
as successful. We’re not 
going backwards; we’re 
going to get six, we’re 
going to get eight, we’re 
going to get 10; we’re 
going to get 12 over the 
next few years and that’s 
great for smalltown 
Alberta,” he offered.

14 when the Sundre Bison 
come to town for a 5 p.m. 
showdown.

When a Didsbury ret iree Isn’t revving up racers at Alberta 
tracks, he’s lending a hand to people suffering through their 
worst moments. 

Frank - a tech, official with Legends Raring - volunteers 
with Chinook Arch Victim Services, a lexal organization help¬ 
ing over .'10(1 people overcome tragedy and crime every year. 

He often follows in the footsteps of RCMP investigations, 
handing out information to victims of domestic abuse or 
helping console family members who’ve just heard of a death 
in the family. 

“Ninety-nine per cent of our calls art' domestics, so we go 
in and calm the 1 person down and lend them an ear,” he said. 

Volunteering with Chinook Arch might not be the easiest 
way to spend his retirement, but it is the most rewarding. 

“You see a lot of sad and stressful things and as guys we 
usually hold in how we feel about that but what makes it 
worth it. Is knowing you’re helping someone in one of their 
worst crises,” he said. 

Frank - whose full name Ls kept confidential for safety rea¬ 
sons - applied to work with the organization a year ago when 
he saw an ad ( idling for volunteers in the local newspaper. He 
just received clearance to be a victim advocate and works 
five to seven days a month, 24 hours a day. 


“I’m not sure how long I’ll last doing t his. I just take one day 
at a time, but for now I get a good feeling helping people out," 
he said. 

Roberta Hammer, program coordinator for Chinook Arch 
Victim Services, says the organization handles ;d>out 300 files 
between ()lds, Didsbury and Sundre annually. 

They provide information, referraLs and sup|x>rt its well as 
money for victims left with nothing. 

Tlie organization Ls mostly funded by the Victims of Crime 
Fund through the Allierta Solicitor General, except for visits 
over a sudden death or a suicide. 

The RCMP is putting on an ODS Victim Services Charity 
Golf Toiunament, Sept 10, to help Chinook Arch grapple with 
the extra costs. It’s one of the largest aiuiual fundraisers the 
police do for the local organization. In 200!) it net $3,000. 

Cpl. Warren Wright will be tying up his golf shoes for the 
event at the Dogpound Creek Golf Course. 

“These people are the lifeblood of the organization ... I 
mean basically people don’t call us on a gtxxi day and we 
nix'd victim services to come in and take over when we’ve 
done our police work,” he said. 

“They are absolutely essential to as and the volunteers are 
great for donating their time to do this for the community.”

To further his ability 
to assist, lx' has joined the department in hopes of giving 
back even more. With only a few more' weeks left in hLs pro¬ 
bationary training. Carlo will receive his pager allowing him 
to respond to calls. 1 le will lx* a great asset to the department 
with such a knowledgeable background. 

One of the Wednesday nights we split up into different 
groups to take the trucks out and practise with the pump 
trucks. I joined our second response pump and headed out to 
the industrial park just north of the RCMP station. The sce¬ 
nario was our response to a vehicle fire, pretending a cement 
barricade was a fully engulfed Honda (Not to pick on that 



company in particular.) With a team of three firefighters and 
an officer, we took turns running out a hand line and spray¬ 
ing water, operating the pump, and preparing a fire hydrant to 
flow water. When everyone had returned to the hall, the 
tracks were reloaded with clean hose and then we talked 
about what could ust' some work. 

Another training night the crews went out to Waymore 
wreckers to get some hands-on experience working with the 
extrication UxiLs. Tins was especially beneficial for the 
recruits who have never used the old set, let alone the new 
tools. A huge thanks goes out to Waymore for letting as chop 
up a few of their cars. 

To end a quiet month on August 31st, we were called to a 
gas leak outside of town. A crop sprayer had clipped the top 
of a wellhead which spirted the release of methane gas which 
unfortunately for us is highly flammable. As a precaution the 
members stood by monitoring the site while they waited for 
tlie specialized oil field crew who are trained for these kinds 
of situations.
